drawn into Metternich’s orbit. In the application of his policy 
Guizot was somewhat insensitive to economic forces, was 
inclined to put too much faith in reason, and was on occasion 
overly nervous.

On the basis of evidence 
taken from the diaries of some of the editors, the author 
suggests that this sudden about-face indicates that the editors 
were less wholehearted in their Southern sympathies than 
they believed their readers to be.

After China and Russia 
had been driven from Korea, the protectorate was a natural 
development, but it failed because the Japanese underestimated 
Korean nationalism and the hostility with which Koreans viewed 
the Western innovations which Japan was introducing. The as- 
sassination of Prince Ito by Korean nationalists brought the 
protectorate to an end and led to outright annexation. In the 
long run the protectorate played an important part in the 
development of Japanese imperialism, because during this 
period the imperialists became aware of the fact that Japan 
was the strongest single power in the Far East.

ealt with the financial problem, and refused to take over 
nisterial duties. The final negotiations, however, settled 
ne dispute between the two men.

On 16 May 1917 the "Piast", together with 
the Socialists and the National Democracy, voted the resolu- 
tion that ''the only aim of the Polish nation is the regaining 
of independence. The Polish Peasant Party (Left Wing), led 
by the rather erratic Jan Stapinski, left the Naczelny Komitet 
Narodowy in April 1916. After a period of inactivity Stapiriski 
supported for a time the pro-Austrian orientation, but by 
October 1918 he was on the side of the ''Piast'' and the other 
parties favoring independence. He succeeded in ending the 
split within the peasant parties, subordinating his party to the 
"Piast, '' but that union was again broken in 1919.

An item may not always fit perfectly under a given 
heading, but it will not be placed there if it does not 
fall under at least one aspect of the title. 


A word of caution. The index topic selected is 
determined ultimately by the contents of the article. 
Hence any particular bias or ideological view may 
also be reflected in the index entries. For instance, 
if the author describes a particular event as revo- 
lutionary when it was in fact a strike to improve 
wages, without any genuine revolutionary manifes- 
tation, the interpretation of the author will be re- 
flected under "Revolutions and revolutionary move- 
ments." It is the function of the individual user and 
specialist, not of the bibliography, to unravel the 
skeins of subjectivity. 


Indexing has its pitfalls, and realism rather 
than modesty forces the editor to say that there can 
be no perfect index. We hope, however, that the 
results of our efforts in presenting a classified index 
will be of good service to the user. Suggestions or 
comments from the users are solicited, and will be 
carefully considered. 


From the Indexing ABC: 


Authors of articles are indexed in the subject index 
as well as the author index if their personal recollec- 
tions are given. 


"Foreign and other relations" under the countries is 
used to denote also cultural and intellectual rela- 
tions. However, significant intellectual or cultural 
movements of a broad international character which 
are cited topically are not again cited under "foreign 
and other relations." For instance, "Liberalism" 
is cited topically under 

"History of ideas and political thought 

Liberalism" 

and under the country, "--, history of ideas and pol- 
itical thought." Similarly, purely economic rela- 
tions such as trade are cited only under "--, eco- 
nomic history."

All populated places or topographic features are 
cited by their present name under the country of 
present location, even though the article may deal 
with an earlier period. If use is normally made of 
political subdivision under a country, such asa 
state, the place is cited as a third heading under that 
area, e.g.

Bodies of water or rivers common to more than one 
country are cited alphabetically in the index, not un- 
der the respective countries. 


Names of persons are entered, unless the reference 
in the abstract indicates by "such as" that the name 
is one of many cited in the article, and that only a 
few of these are cited in the abstract. Topical and 
country cross-references of these persons are made 
except when both of these conditions. apply: 

1) the person is a great historic figure 

2) the number of entries in the index would 

have to be exceptionally large. 


When no topical index entry appears appropriate for 
a biographic article, it is cited topically under 
"Social and cultural history 
families, individuals and their relations" 


Names of publications are cited by author, not by 
titles. The subject matter is reflected also as an 
entry under the appropriate topical and country sub- 
heading. Literary works not otherwise cited topical- 
ly will be entered under 
"Social and cultural history 
literature, the arts and intellectual life" 


Names of universities, colleges, archives, libraries 
and other cultural institutions are not cited again by 
names, as the appropriate topical subheadings under 
the countries make search relatively easy. 


Treaties are cited under their names, not with the 
respective wars.
